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richness in tannin. Nut gall is found throughout 
Asia Minor from the Archipelago to the confines of 
Persia; it is also found in Armenia and Kurdistan 

It is produced by an insect very similar to what we 
term the horse fly. This insect punctures the branches 
of a tree called the dyers’ oak. Wherever punctured, 
this nut grows. When flies are scarce in a producing 
country, the price of the nut gall goes up very consid 
erably. The fly there is not looked upon as an un- 
mitigated nutsance. 

We grind these nut galls, or rather crack them, and 
put them through a process of percolation very similar 
to that ordinarily observed in a coffee percolator, but, 
of course, on a very large scale. The liquid we get 
from this is gallic acid. We even strain this, mixing 
it with sulphuric acid so as to be sure that it is settled 
and free from any sediment whatsoever. 

The next ingredient of importance is copperas, or- 
dinarily called dry iron. This, combined with the 
gallic acid, produces the permanency of the writing 
fluid. In addition to this we use carbolic acid, which 
acts as a preservative. 

As an added precaution, the water, previous to be 
ing boiled, is strained to remove any possible sediment 
and is tested to bring it to a standard sufficiently 
receptive to admit the very best admixture, since it 
dwindles down to where we are working with a body 
heavier than water, which must be kept in proper sus 
pension and solution. 

[ will carry out the illustration by describing what 
is known as writing fluid, or blue black ink, as this 
easily constitutes approximately seventy five per cent 
of the commercial trade, therefore is considered ot 
greatest importance.

In displaying loose-leaf books and outfits, have the 
show cases clean. Take everything out of the cases 
each week and have the porter clean and polish the 
glass thoroughly. In handling the goods like this you 
will know just what sample to take out, when your 
customers explain for what purpose they wish to us¢ 
loose leaf. Arrange your cases in a row just in front 
of the shelves where the stock is kept, so you can in 
an instant get anvthing off the shelf, should vour cus 
tomer want to see it. [| have gone into a great many 
stationery houses and found that not one im ten dis 
play the loose leaf goods to advantage, either to the 
customer or to themselves. For instance, a man will 
come in and ask to be shown a loose leaf ledger. In 
nearly every instance the salesman will take out a 
hook with some leaves and an index in it and say 
“This size is 9'4x117¢ and is of standard make in 


size. cover is bound in corduroy with leather back and 


corners and the index has leather tabs. You can add 
200 more sheets to this if you wish.” 

The above is about the general way of selling a 
book. My way is to have each ledger dispiayed in the 
ample case, with the index running through the book 
and after each tab have four or five accounts written 
out so the customer can see at a glance how the iedger 
will work in his office The salesman can be the 
bookkeeper in this instance and show the customer 
just how to keep a set of loose leaf books in a very 
short time. If vou carry the patented self-indexing 
stvle of ledgers, have one of these arranged in like 
manner, so your customer can see at a glance how 
is going to work with his business. This will save a 


lot of unnecessary talking and explaining and waste 


of time. Sometimes a salesman can sav too much as 
well as too little. During your spare time in the 
store, if you will rule up special sheets suited to dif 
ferent departments of a large firm, you will gain som« 
first-class talking points and often you can use the 
forms to advantage, when you are asked to suggest 
something for your customer. Keep these in a binder 
in the show case and let the customer look through it 
when he comes into your store. If he is looking for 
ome special ruling he mav possibly find it in the lot 
that you have ruled, and if he does not find what hi 
wants he will find something very near it and a few 
changes will be all that is necessary 

Never let your customer change back to the ol 
stvle bound book, after vou have once shown him the 
loose leaf system. Keep after him and after you have

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A Remarkable Move by Dennison Mfg. Co. 


Announcement was made last month that the Dennison 
Manufacturing Company, a corporation worth several 
millions of dollars, proposes to turn over its property to 
its twenty-five hundred employes in a profit sharing plan 
more remarkable and far reaching than any before re- 
corded 

The Dennison Manufacturing Company was. started 
by the family of Henry S. Dennison, the present head 
of the company, in 1844 

Under the new plan all the stockholders, who hitherto 
elected directors and through them conducted the affairs 
f the company, will have no voice in the affairs of the 


Ol 
new company. The holdings of these stockholders amount 


to $4,500,000. They will become preferred stockholders, 
entitled to draw 8 per cent on their investment, and no 
more \ll of the common stock of the company is to 


be turned over to the men and women who actually work 
the plant, but it is announced that not all of the twenty- 
five hundred employes may become holders of stock, al- 
though all may share in the profits. Workers who hold 
the common, or voting stock, must receive a salary of 
$1,200 a year or more. Under this rule but two hundred 
of the twenty-five hundred may become common stock 
holders and so participate in the actual share holding of 
the corporation These common stockholders will elect 
the officers of the company and conduct its affairs. It is 
Mr. Dennison’s idea that the brains of the organization 
deserve paramount recognition On the heads of de 
f the cor- 


partments, foremen, etc., depends the future « 
poration. These men will receive their proportion of 
the common stock outright; they will not have to pur

Brief Comment in Appreciation of 

Those Who Have Passed Away and 

Whose Work in This World «Is 
Vinished. 
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Stephen T. Smith. 
\t his post of duty in the Underwood building, N 


York City, Stephen T. Smith, for nineteen years gen 
eral manager of the Underwood Typewriter Company, 
passed away on Tuesday, May 4 While the death was 


sudden, it was known to his intimate friends for the past 
year that Mr. Smith had not been in his former rob 
health. He arrived at his office as usual on May 4 
and had just finished the dictation of his morning's mail 
when he was stricken with a sudden attack of what is 
thought to have been indigestion This had an effect 
upon his heart and he was beyond help before the ar 
rival of the doctor, who was instantly called 

No one in the typewriter business was better known 
than Stephen T. Smith. Many years ago, when the U1 
derwood company was an infant in the typewriter field 
he acted as general manager, general sales manager and 
in almost every other official capacity in the company 
He organized offices, named managers and selected many 
of the leaders who are now so well known as Under 
wood sales promoters. Before his selection by John 1 
Underwood, president of the company, as its general 
manager, Mr. Smith was well known as a manufacturer 
of typewriter ribbons and supplies, but this business he 
released when he became an official of the Underwood 
company There is no member of the Underwood fore 
but knew him well and considered him not only an en 
thusiastic co-worker, but a sincere friend 

He was an ardent automobilist and an outdoor man—a 
member of the well known Machinery Club of New York 
and of the Stamford Yacht Club, Stamford, Connecticut, 
in which city he built for himself several years ago a pa 
latial home 

Mr. Smith was a native of New Jersey, having been 
born in Jersey City about sixty-two years ago. Before 
he had finished his schooling he became interested in m« 
chanics, and from that time until the day of his death 
had followed out this bent. In the Underwood company 
a part of his duties included the supervision of the great 
patent department which is conducted by that company 
He passed on all patents, purchased those which have 
made the Underwood so well known and was in a great 
measure responsible for the various Underwood devices 
which have attracted so much general attention 

Mr. Smith is survived by his wife, a daughter and four 
sons. Each of these sons is well and favorably known 
in the typewriter business and all are Underwood men 
They are: Stephen T., Jr., of Stamford; Alexander J., of 
Providence; Leslie M. of New York, and Jesse A. B. of 
Brooklyn
